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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment to claim 1 , lines 12-13 would render the claims indefinite and inaccurate, because 
literally read, the amendment recites that the portion of the axial height of one of the blades is received in a portion of a hub portion of the 
fan unit in the first section of the air passageway of the air guiding member, which is inaccurate. Lines 14-16 which recite "and to remain a 
second section of the air passageway of the air guiding member blow the hub portion of the fan unit" would render the claims unclear, 
because it is unclear from the claim which element performs the remaining feature. Note the typo in line 15 where it appears that "blow" 
should be - below --. As far as they are understood, the claims do not overcome the rejections under 35 (JSC 103.
